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The True Story of an Unique Stamp Club 


HIS is a short history 

of a stamp. club 

which was started in 

one of the most un- 

thought of places, 

and among the most 
unlikely type of people in the 
world. These people pride them- 
selves on being different from 
others and well they may! 

This club is the Philatelic Five, 
situated in the New Jersey State 
Prison at Trenton. It has more 
obstacles and barriers to fight 
against than any organization of 
the.same kind in the world today. 

Philatelists know no barrier that 
cannot be surmounted. It is not 
a question of faith, religion, race 
or political belief to be a Phila- 
telist. 

On June 15th, 1924, George C. 
Poeppel, a clerk in the Book Bind- 
ery of the Printing Department of 
the Prison, while receiving pack- 
ages happened to notice a stamp 
on a small bundle; he liked it so 
much that he cut it off; from then 
on, being interested in the designs 
on the different stamps, he cut off 
all that he came across and piled 
them in his drawer. 

Soon he had so many stamps 
that he did not know what to do 
with them: Not understanding 
stamp collecting he pasted these 
stamps in a book in rotation in- 
stead of in their proper issues, 

In December, 1925, I happened 
to be standing around watching 
him playing with his stamps, and 
the more I watched the more I 
became interested in them, so final- 
ly I asked him for some duplicates 
and that started me off on stamps. 
And in the beginning of 1926, I 
noticed an advertisement in the 
Popular Mechanics Magazine on 
stamps. So, being interested, I 
answered and through that adver- 
tisement I sent for the Stamp Col- 


lector’s Magazine, and in reading 
it we both received lots of help in 
regards to the proper way to col- 
lect, and through the S. C. M. I 
received Scott’s Catalogue. 

In the same year my partner, 
Sampson E. James, got interested 
and started collecting—making our 
third collector at the time; he sub- 
scribed to Meekel’s Weekly, mak- 
ing another valuable periodical to 
help us out. 

Toward the end of 1926, William 
A Fischer also got interested and 
right behind him came Charles 
Kukinsky, making the fourth and 
fifth collectors. 

Through reading the S. C. M. 
we got the idea of organizing a 


club. Since then, the following 
have enrolled:

Second, they are enthusiastic 
and encouraging—in the smallest 
possible detail—never for a mom- 
ent forgetting that a boost for 
Philately is to help and give what 
knowledge they have to ease the 
path of the beginner. 

Handicapped as we are, and new 
to the game, our advance is grad- 
ual and determined, if moderate. 
Today our collections are far in 
advance cf what they were a year 
and a half ago, they take in prac- 
tically every country there is to 
be had, and each member chooses 
to his own liking. 

We, of the Philatelic Five owe 
our success to Mr. A. Lauria, Mr. 
Nicklen of Scott’s, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Spaulding of the P. S. S. 
from New Berlin, N. Y., and to the 
numerous other people of Philately 
who have given of their patience 
and advice to our advancement. 
Also, we owe a lot of thanks to 
Mr. P. H. Thorp of Scott’s Monthly 
Journal. 

The main object in writing this 
little booklet is so the Philatelic 
Five may get acquainted with the 
proper people; there are people in 
this world who are willing to help 
others— and it took stamp collect- 
ing to teach us this. 

Now, one of our troubles in the 
past has been Approvals; that is, 
a few of us here bought them 
from some dealers and on account 
of the censorship here the return- 
ing of them has been a couple of 
days over the specified time; but 
nobody has ever complained to us 
about it, which is something we 
certainly appreciate, and if there 
is anyone who can suggest a way 
for us to get five days over it 
would surely be greatly appreci- 
ated. Another thing in regards to 
Approvals is that a few of the 
dealers send us Mint United States, 
and they are the only stamps we 
cannot accept; but the trouble with 
them is that when they are re- 
ceived the censor thinks that we 
order them and they are promptly 
cancelled with a pen so that we 
have to pay for them whether we 
want them or not as we couldn’t 
send them back to the sender in 
that condition, and that is what we 
would like to warn the dealers 
about. 


And let me tell you that, consid- 
ering our circumstances some of 
the fellows have some nice looking 
albums and are proud of them. The 
first one to start, George C. Poep- 
pel, had his album looked over by 
Mr. J. Spaulding of New Berlin, 
N. Y. a few months past and Mr. 
Spaulding told him it was a good 
collection and gave George some 
valuable hints as to how to make 
it look better, and George passed 
them on to the rest of us. 

I cannot say enough about 
stamps to express my true feel- 


ings, but I can say, as I did once 
before, that stamps have done a 
whole lot for us here, and made us 
see the world in a new light and 
not only that but they have taught 
us the history of the world and of 
our own country, especially the 
commemorative and charity stamps 
of the different countries. 

The members that collect United 
States go big for them and a few 
of us have more Precancels than 
the General Postage Stamps; 
through them we have learned of 
a lot of small towns and cities that 
we never heard of before and the 
different little industries through- 
out the country. We are always 
glad whenever we find one we 
never saw before, and it never 
matters whether the stamp is torn; 
we hang right on to it just the 
same.

Clark Plate “Numbers 


With reference to the Clark 
Plate Numbers, cooperators have 
so flooded me with news of new 
ones in their possession that I be- 
lieve it is in order to publish a con- 
solidated list of all those actually 
seen to date. There were all to- 
gether twelve frame (Red) plates 
and twelve center (Black) plates 
used. Hence the total possible 
number of combinations is 144, In 
case a man collects both right and 
left panes that number should be 
doubled. Of this 144 we have to 
date located 132 as given below. 


My replies have come from every 
corner of the country, and it is 
interesting to note that certain 
numbers are reported by several 
from one section, while they do not 
appear at all from another part 
of the country. Several have sent 
in remarkably complete lists, es- 
pecially Mr. L. G. Barrett of West 
Roxbury, Mass., who also submits 
a simple and excellent chart show- 
ing all possible combinations.

WHY ARE PRECANCELS SO 
POPULAR? 


You have probably read or heard 
something about collecting precan- 
celed stamps and was wondering 
what all the noise was about. 
Never before have precancels been 
so popular, never before has so 
much money been spent on pre- 
cancels than just now and I ought 
to know because I deal in them. 
Collecting of precancels is no long- 
er a sideline of Philately, it is a 
hobby by itself. 

Now just why are precancels so 
popular? Collectors living in the 
U. S. A. naturally are interested 
in their own country’s stamps 
first. But the average collector 
will soon lose interest in his col- 
lection unless he has a fat pocket- 
book, because the older and better 
issues will cost him some real cash. 
This may account as to why some 
of the New European stamps are 
now more sought after than they 
were a few years back, the only 
trouble is that collectors, going af- 
ter foreign stamps will have to 
spend money for practically all 
their stamps, which is not the case 
when collecting precancels. 


Precancels not only have a big 
future, but there are still big pos- 
sibilities for some real finds. But 
I wanted to show you how you may 
be able to start a precancel collec- 
tion with little or no outlay of 
cash on your part. Next time 
you do some shopping at your 
hardware or drug store, ask the 
clerk for precancels, if he hasn’t 
got any right then, he will be only 
too glad to save them for you. If 
you live in a large city, get in 
touch with the janitor of some big 
office building, for a few cigars or 
for some other arrangement he 
will collect all precancels for you 
he can lay his hands on. And here 
is where the real kick comes in, 
you may be able to find precancels 
from small towns cataloging up to 
$1.00 for which you will admit 
there is very little chance when 
collecting foreign stamps. 


With the above I don’t want to 
tell you not to spend money for 
precancels, you will have to do this 
sooner or later if you take them 
up seriously, and they are just as 
good an investment as the foreign 
stamps, if not better. 


MITCHELL-HOOVER BUREAU 
PRINT CATALOG 

In addition to the purchase of 
the Standard Precancel catalog the 
Hoover Brothers have secured Dr. 
Mitchell’s co-operation in combin- 
ing all precancels under one head 
and will accordingly publish what 
has heretofore been known as the 
Gossip Bureau Print Catalog. 

The next edition is promised for 
June 15th. 

I am glad this step has been 
taken, it will eventually mean 
ONE price on _ these popular 
stamps. Mitchell’s prices were al- 
ways NET, those of the Standard 
catalog were not only lower or 
higher but also based on a 25% 
trade discount for cash orders. 
How the new publishers will over- 
come this difficulty is hard to tell 
as I have no idea what the new 
Standard catalog will look like. 
One thing is sure, Mitchell’s NET 
prices were a_ success, Bureau 
Print collectors got used to this 
net basis system and I can not re- 
call a single instance where a cus- 
tomer may have asked me for a 
discount on Bureau Prints. 

Now that B. P. collectors got 
used to this NET pricing system, 
why can’t we go a little further 
and base the 1930 Standard cat- 
alog prices on a NET basis sys- 
tem. The former publisher al- 
ways had the excuse that precan- 
cel collectors usually were for- 
merly general collectors and as 
such used to the Scotts discount 
system. I should think it would 
make little difference if the new 
prices were adjusted accordingly, 
and if the larger dealers would 
agree among themselves to keep 
but one price, collectors would get 
used to the NET price system, of 
course there will be always a few 
so-called would-be-dealers who 
try to sell for less in order to at- 
tract new customers, but those 
stamps are usually such that could 
be bought in a package at a 
cheaper price yet. 


“THE LADY OF THE PENNY 
BLACK” 

At a banquet in 1911, celebrating 
the 70th anniversary of penny post- 
age in England, Mrs. D. Field, now 
head of the great house of D. Field 
of London, received the pseudonym 
of “The Lady of the Penny Black”, 
by which she is now universally 
known in the Philatelic world. 

Mr. Fred J. Melville, President 
of the Junior Philatelic Society, 
was in the chair, and among the 
guests were Sir Joseph and Lady 
Ward, who introduced penny post- 
age into New Zealand. 

On this occasion Mrs. Field wore 
a locket showing a “penny black” 
on one side, and the rare penny 
black with letters V. R. in the cor- 
ners on the reverse. Since then 
she has been dubbed, “The Lady of 
the Penny Black”.

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The New State Surcharged Stamps 


Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, 

Washington, April 8, 1929 
Postmasters and employees of 
the Postal Service are notified that 
arrangements have been completed 
to begin the issuance of special 
overprinted postage stamps in 
sheet form in denominations of 1 
to 10 cents, inclusive, to post 
offices in Kansas and Nebraska, 
for placing on sale to the public. 
So far as practicable, all requisi- 
tions for these denominations now 
on hand in the department from 
direct-accounting postmasters will 
be filled with the overprinted 
stamps. The surcharge, represent- 
ing the respective State abbrevia- 
tions, will appear in black ink 


across the lower half of the 
stamps. 
The overprinted-style stamps 


will be issued to all post offices in 
the above-named States with the 
exception of Kansas City, Topeka, 
and Wichita, Kans., Omaha and 
Lincoln, Nebr., where ordinary 
postage stamps will be continued 
on sale for local use. 

Postmasters at direct-accounting 
post offices in the above-named 
States, with the exception of Kan- 
sas City and Wichita, Kans., and 
Lincoln, Nebr., are directed to sub- 
mit a special requisition promptly 
to the department for such quanti- 
ties of overprinted sheet stamps in 
denominations of 1 to 10 cents, in- 
clusive, as will be required for a 
year’s supply, making due allow- 
ance for any pending requisition 
that will be filled with surcharged 
stamps. 

District post offices in Kansas 
and Nebraska will be supplied with 
surcharged stamps from their re- 
spective central accounting office 
in the filling of requisitions as soon 
as the stock is available. 

Until otherwise directed the fol- 
lowing general rules will govern 
the sale and use of the State sur- 
charged stamps: 

1. The stamps will be placed on 
sale only at post offices within the 
respective States, but they will be 
valid for postage purposes at all 
Post offices now using ordinary 
United States stamps. 

2. The supplies of ordinary un- 
surcharged stamps remaining on 
hand in post offices in the above- 
named States will continue to be 
used until exhausted. No official 
first date of sale will be designated 
for any post office supplied with 
the surcharged stamps. 

3. Postmasters at offices sup- 
plied with special surcharged 
stamps will not accept mail orders 
for such stamps from outside the 
State except as may be specifically 


authorized by the department when 
needed for use on advertising mat- 
ter that is to be sent to post offices 
in Kansas and Nebraska for mail- 
ing. 

4. For the benefit of stamp col- 
lectors the State  surcharged 
stamps will be placed on sale in 
the philatelic agency on May 1, 
1929. Owing to the large number 
of denominations of surcharged 
stamps, the agency will be unable 
to accept first day covers from 
collectors for stamping and mail- 
ing on May 1. 

5. The filling of orders will be 
greatly facilitated if collectors will 
eliminate other varieties of stamps 
from their first orders for State 


surcharged stamps. All orders 
will be filled in regular turn of 
receipt. 


While every reasonable effort 
will be made in the agency to fill 
orders with well centered stock, 
the limited quantities of the State 
surcharged stamps printed will 
prevent as close selection being 
made as is possible with ordinary 
stamps.

NEW BRITISH 
COMMEMORATIVES 


Great Britain is again to issue 
a set of special Commemorative 
stamps. These stamps are to be 
issued to commemorate the meet- 
ing of the Universal Postal Union 
Convention in London. Advices at 
hand state that there will be five 
varieties yet there is mention made 
only of stamps of the 1 and 1% 
penny values and a 1 pound value. 
This last value is handing collec- 
tors quite a jolt. All of the com- 
memoratives issued in the U. S. 
since the Omaha issue could be 
bought originally for less money 
than it will require to provide your- 
self with a single set of these new 
British stamps. 

The commemorative will be on 
sale for three months. This oc- 
casion is the second issue of Com- 
memoratives by Great Britain. The 
first issue was in honor of the Bri- 
tish Empire Exhibition in 1924 and 
1925, when stamps of the value of 
1 and 1% penny were issued. 


Experts predict that one of the 
next great developments in air 
mail service will be the picking 
up and discharging of air mail 
while planes are in flight.

WHO CAN Mr. Josiah Hatch 
DO IT? Quincy of Boston, 
Mass., writes us un- 


der date of April 2, and states, 
“The United States puts out stamps 
printed flat plate, rotary, and off- 
set. I think that an article show- 
ing HOW the different prints can 
be recognized would be valuable.” 
Recognizing the different prints 
is a simple matter for one who has 
a knowledge of the various forms 
of printing and engraving, but to 
print an article with diagrams and 
explanations that would show the 
differences is another matter. The 
greatest difficulty, however, is be- 
tween the so-called flat plate and 
the rotary prints. Both are en- 
graved. Possibly the best that can 
be done with these issues is to fol- 
low the details as described in the 
catalog and if this is done one 
should not be wrong in their clas- 
sifications. On the face of the 
stamps, the rotary prints are al- 
ways much more crude than the 
flat plate engravings. In the flat 
plate engravings, as a general rule, 
the white ground on the face of the 
stamps is always much more clear 
than on the rotary prints. In both 
the rotary and flat plate prints the 
ink stands up on the surface of the 
paper while in the offset the ink is 
more in the nature of a dye that 
has been applied to the surface of 
the paper, and does not stand up 
from the surface. The offsets are 
lithographs and show no trace of 
impression or indentation into the 
paper either front or back while 
the engraved stamps of either style

do sometimes show traces of im- 
pression in the paper. 


PHILATELIC Probably the most 


FIVE unique stamp club 

in the world is 
the Philatelic Five. This club 
which is composed entirely of 


prisoners in the New Jersey State 
Prison at Trenton, N. J., started 
because one of the men of the 
club became attracted by postage 
stamps on_ parcels which he 
handled within the prison. This 
attraction led him to begin to save 
stamps that came on parcels and 
eventually he began to sort and 
arrange them in a book. Others 
within the prison became _inter- 
ested in the stamps that this man 
had gathered and as a result there 
has grown up within the State 
Prison a group of new stamp col- 
lectors who call themselves the 
Philatelic Five. At this time the 
“Five” has increased to thirteen 
and there is every reason to believe 
that the number will continue to 
grow. 

If you can forget that these men 
are prisoners, you can read their 
story with interest. It is a unique 
story if you can grasp the idea 
that there has sprung up a stamp 
club, just as the original first 
groups of stamp collectors came 
into being. A club among men 
who were attracted solely without 
the knowledge of stamps or that 
others collected stamps. Since their 
first interest however they have 
managed to learn that stamp col- 
lecting is a hobby which has at- 
tracted millions of people and their 
story is one that is of interest to 
all. No doubt, collectors who would 
care to lighten the burdens of these 
men can get in touch with them by 
addressing The Philatelic Five, 
Drawer N., Trenton, New Jersey.

The story of the Philatelic Five 
which we print in this number of 
the News is taken from a little 
booklet which has been issued by 
the Five as an appreciation of the 
help that has been given them by 
collectors and through the interest 
of the officers of the prison, in 
helping them to enjoy the hobby 
of stamp collecting.

Mexican Air Mail 


Since the inauguration of the air 
mail service on route F. A. M. No. 
8 from Brownsville to Mexico City, 
the Neuvo Laredo to Mexico City 
route has been discontinued and a 
new route from Mexico City to 
Saltillo has been established. This 
new route connects at Saltillo with 
trains to Laredo, Texas. 


Matzalan to Matamoras, April 9 


The new Mexican Route from 
Matzalan to Matamoras was 
opened on April 9. We are in re- 
ceipt of a first day cover from Sr. 
Roberto Garcia Larranga, of San 
Luis Potosi, Mexico. This cover is 
cancelled at Matzalan, Sinaloa, and 
backstamped at Matamoras, Tam- 
aulips, on the 10th of April. The 
cover is one of the official Mexi- 
can Air mail envelopes with the 
new embossed 10 centavos stamp 
and with the corner stripes in red 
and green and bears also the air 
mail label and a large hand stamp 
“VIA-AIR-MAIL”. 

The route over which this cover 
was flown starts at Matzalan, Sin- 
aloa, goes by way of Durango, Tor- 
reon, Monterrey, and thence to Mat- 
zalan. 

Many new routes are being 
planned in Mexico and collectors 
will find this an interesting field 
to watch. 


The state of Michigan has more 
air mail routes and more cities 
served by air mail than any other 
state in the Union. 


Assistant Postmaster General 
Glover predicts that within a short 
time the larger air ports will be 
connected up with the central post 
offices by tubes through which the 
air mail as it comes to the landing 
fields, will be immediately shot 
through to the postoffice. This 
system in operation would permit 
of airports being located at some 
distance from the postoffices and 
still speed up the mails. 

In some of the large cities it 
takes longer to get the mail from 
the port to the postoffice than it 
does to transport it by air from 
one town to another. 


The Pittsburgh Aviation Indus- 
tries Corporation is planning a 
three hour air passenger service 
between New York and Pittsburgh. 
No doubt when this service is in 
effect arrangements will be made 
to handle mail on the flights.

CANCELLATIONS 


Cancellations are sometimes a 
means of advertising. We all see 
and know ‘Join the Navy’, ‘Red 
Cross Roll Call, Join’, ‘Learn while 
you earn—Join the army’, ‘Regis- 
ter and insure valuable mail’, and 
other common everyday types. 


In this way the government 
sends messages to its people. For 
a while England used the cancel 
“British Goods are Best”, on mail 
going out of the country. My copy 
is dated from Edinburgh to this 
country. 


Some cancellations go so far as 
to advertise Philately! One of 
mine reads: “Midwestern Philatelic 
Sta.” (station), “Cleveland, Ohio”! 

Others are adopted to show un- 
der what flag a land is. Thus one 
from St. Thomas appears with the 
cancellation in the form of a wavy 
American Flag! St. Thomas is 
one of the Virgin Isles bought 
from Denmark in 1917 by the 
United States. 


A cancellation used over one 
Canadian postage stamp (3c por- 
traits of Victoria) shows a long, 
folding British flag as the obliter- 
ant. 


Exhibitions and important do- 
ings are oftentimes given promi- 
nence on cancellations. ‘Canadian 
National Exhibition’ is one, circu- 
lar form in purplish ink with the 
date in the center of the double- 
lined circle. 


One from Australia reads in 
three lines: “Com’lith Elections 
Voting Compulsory”. 


A letter received by me from 
Hawaii is cancelled with the ad- 
vertisement in three lines:

THE FIRST STAMP EXHIBITION 


Mr. D. Field of London, whose 
recent death was mourned by all 
philatelists was the first dealer to 
hold a public exhibition of stamps 
on his own initiative in London; it 
was held in 1900, in the Albermarle 
Galleries, Albermarle Street. Dur- 
ing the fortnight it was open it was 
visited by many thousands of peo- 
ple. Among the many famous col- 
lectors who came specially to see 
the exhibition was the philatelic- 
ally great Herr von Ferrari, the 
sale of whose gigantic stamp col- 
lection was concluded in Paris, in 
November, 1925, for a sum ap- 
proaching a million sterling ($2,- 
425,000). Ferrari called on Mr. 
Field and asked him if he would 
take him around the Exhibition. 
They crossed over to the Galleries. 
Ferrari, it should be mentioned, 
was wearing at the time a white 
yachting cap emblazoned with three 
gold stars. Some workmen were 
repairing the underground tele- 
graphs outside the building; one of 
these, looking up, caught sight of 
Ferrari in his white cap, and called 
to his mate, “Hi look here, Bill, 
look sharp, for Gawd’s sake don’t 
— it—here’s Martell’s Three 

tar.”

He seems to have had the 
understanding, when he first took 
to the hobby, that the proper 
specimens to select were those that 
were in perfect condition or as 
near that as could be found. As 
a result his collection of stamps, 
whether you are looking at his U. 
S. which would require many hours 
for a hurried view, or his wonder- 
ful collection of the various for- 
eign countries, you can not help 
but marvel at the excellence of the 
copies shown.
